Death Shock To

RICHMOND, Feb. 13.—Edgar Sam- 


uel Cnrlton. resident director of the 
Impreial Tobacco Company of Great 
Mrltain and Ireland, I,td., in charge of 
the company's business in America 
since 1908. died last night at 11:50 
o'clock at the residence. 414 North 
Lombardy street. 
He had been ill 


only a few days. Death resulted from 
influenza. 
Mr. Carlton came to Richmond in 


1902 
from Danville, \vhere he was en- 


gaged in .the tobacco busines. He hud 
varied business Interests in Virginia, 
being not only the moving spirit of 
the Imperial Tobacco Company, but 
also director of the Planters' Nation- 
al Bank. Richmond: director of the 
Richmond Chamber of Commerce and 
of the Dan River Cotton Mills, Dan- 
ville. 
He was a steward in Centen- 


arv Method church, this city. 


Mr. Carlton, who never married. 


\vas the son of J. W. and the late 
Mrs. 
Ellen Farmer Carlton, of Hali- 


fax county, arid, besides his father, is 
survived by three brothers L. E.> Carl- 
ton of Kinston'N. C.; H. A. Carlton. 
of Henderson, N. C., and P. J. Carl- 
ton, 
of Richmond and one sister, Mrs. 


T. S. Parrott of Newnan, Ga. He was 
born October 1, 186", and was reared 
in Halifax county. 


News of Mr. Carlton's death was re- 


ceived here privately on Sunday night 
and came as a severe shock, especial- 
ly to the older members of the tobacco 
trade here, 
who well remembered 


"Edgar Carlton," as he was known 
here. 
He was born at Paces and 


came to Danville, as a young man and 
secured in this city a grounding in 
the tobacco 'business, in which later 
he was to achieve prpminence. He 
was for many years with the firm of 
Penn and Rison and bought tobacco 
for that concern on the local market.

South about eighteen months ago by 
launching a "back to Africa move- 
ment" and who sent his salesmen ii'- 
to the Southern States to sell stock in 
the Black Star Steamship line. Ac- 
cording to the Xew York grand jury 
(federal court) this is a bogus or- 
ganization and those colored men who 
bought stock have been badly '-stung." 
There is much local interest in tho 
affair for one of-Harvey's emissaries 
sold a good deal of his stock in Dan- 
ville, being accorded the privilege cf 
reaching prospective buyers through 
the pulpits of some of the colored 
churches. 
It was this man's activities in Dan- 


ville -which not only led to his arrc&t 
and detention here, but brought rep- 
resentatives of the attorney-general 
to Danville to make an investigation. 
Out of the Danville case grew an 
investigation into Garvey by a famous 
detective agency in New York and 
the movement which was being quiei- 
ly nurtured in the Harlem section of 
the Metropolis suddenly burst into 
the limelight, at which time it was re- 
vealed that Garvey proposed to found 
a new nation of colored people in Li- 
beria. 
The following article details 


the recent developments which show 
that the Black Star stock is not worth 
the paper on which it is written: 


"Marcus Garvey. known to Harlem 


as 'Sir President of Africa.' was in- 
dicted yesterday by a Federal Grand 
Jury on charges of using the mails it.
